A $9,000 federal LAWCON 
grant, administered by the 
Wisconsin Department of 
Natural Resources, was used to 
fund these improvements. The 
village matched these funds 
with $9,000 of its own.

The horseshoe pit project was 
also assisted by a $250 donation 
from the local Aid Association 
for Lutherans branch. 
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
